A metal template of the proposed 
liners was forged at a local black­ 
smith's shop. This form was placed 
on a stack of sheets and wedged 
there with a timber braced against 
the ceiling.

It is on the parchmentiiing ma­ 
chines that the basic paper or 
waterleaf undergoes its greatest 
change. 
Here the waterleaf made 
of pure cellulose is treated with 
sulphuric acid under carefully con­ 
trolled conditions. The acid con­ 
verts the cellulose into a gelatinous 
mass which cements or bonds the 


special wet-strength paper for lin­ 
ing produce crates, Paterson ab­ 
sorbent paper, Batax heavy wax­

Parch kin art parchment, and Pata- 
pake for printing and packaging. 
About 500 persons are employed 
at the handsome Kdgely plant.
